| In common with every citizen whose 
business takes him to the city’s depart- 
ments, I have found great difficulty in

It is an unfortunate fact that the 
| System of bookkeeping, or rather lack of 
|} 8ystem, which now employed, makes 
| very much more for obscurity than for ac- 
Now, as a candidate for thé 
Board of Aldermen from the Twenty-first 
Aldermanic District, it seems to me to be 
in my power to make a pledge which may 
be of some value to the taxpayers of this 
city. If elected to the Board of Alder- 
men I shall immediately move for the 
creation of a commission of experts which 
shall investigate the methods of book- 
keeping employed in all of the city’s de- 
partments to the effect of recommending 
one uniform and practicable system to

Perils, Sufferings, and Impressions of Members of the Ziegler- 
Fiala Expedition in the Great White Arctic Solitudes--Failure 


HAT the north polar expedition on the Amer- 
ica, financed by the late William Ziegler, 
headed by Anthony Fiala and rescued by 
William S. Champ, Mr. Ziegler’s private sec- 
retary, reached no further north than 82 de- 
grees 13 minutes was due to lack of harmony among 
the officers, according to members of the expedition 
who are only now straggling home from Bergen, 
Worway, where the ship’s company. disbanded. 

Just what the trouble was—whether occasioned 
by; petty jealousies, disaffection, or refusal of some 
of ‘the heads of the expedition to venture further— 
these tardy stragglers refuse to divulge on the 
plea that they are bound to secrecy, though they are 
willing to talk freely of the perils and adventures 
of the voyage. 

That the trouble was serious, however, is dem- 
onstrated by the manner in which a large sum of 
money bountifully set aside by Mr. Ziegler for 
distribution as rewards among deserving members 
of the expedition was apportioned by Mr. Fiala 
when all hands were safely aboard the relief ship 


Werra Nova.

* If-would appear that this bonus was entirely un- 
expected by everybody, and that Mr. Ziegler had 
provided that the money was to be allotted in pro- 
portion to the loyalty manifested and the value of 
services rendered by individual members, whether 
officers or men, at the sole discretion of Mr. Fiala. 
"As a result some of the men got considerably more 
than some of the officers, a fact which did not in- 
crease the cordiality of the relations between the 
head of the expedition and his disgruntled assist- 
ants. 

‘Announcement of the bounty fund was made one 
day by Mr. Fiala when the Terra Nova was:speed- 
ing south from Franz Josef’s Land toward civil- 
fzation. Mr. Fiala had his entire company assembled, 
and, with Mr. Champ standing beside him, deliv- 
ered a speech in which he expressed his thanks and 
gratitude to all his companions who had stood 
loyally by him in the hour of general peril and 
need, and then, to the astonishment of all and the 
intense satisfaction of the majority, told of Mr. 
Ziegler’s generosity and the conditions under which 
the fund was to be apportioned.

The America started from New York on May 16, 
1903, and in October of the same year made fast 
to the shore ice in Tiplitz Bay, Crown Prince Ru- 
dolph Island, about a mile from the coast.

The ‘sugar, condensed milk, and all 
canned food had given out. 

‘At the end of August it was decided to make a 
move for Cape Flora, at the southernmost extrem- 
ity of the Franz Josef archipelago, where it had 
been’ agreed’ that a‘ relief ship should be sent in 
case of emergency.

The vast, drear perspective of our prison, 
with its unvarying samenéss, appeared even more 
desolate: as we thought of the heat and sun-kissed 
farms and cities of the United States. 

““We stuck the Stars and Stripes over the top 
of the house, and Mr. Fiala organized’ a game of 
baseball, which aroused quite a lot of excitement 
and stimulated our already too healthy appetites; 
but not a crumb of extra ration could we allow 
ourselves, for we were facing imminent starvation.’ 
The ball was made of deer hair from a fur. The 
bat consisted of a piece of a sleigh runner. , 

‘“‘One attempt was made to sing ‘ The Star-Span- 
gled Banner,’ but it was a dismal failure, We 
Americans looked at each other, choked—and it was 
all off. 

“At the beginning of August our situation was 
desperate. We had only two weeks’ rations left, 
counting at the rate of two pounds of bread per 
week for each man. A party was selected to make 
an attempt to secure relief if the assistance from 
home we were longing for did not reach us within 
a week. 

‘The day the Terra Nova hove in sight a fog had 
been hanging around the coast all morning. At 
noon, the mist having cleared, Francis Long of the 
Weather Bureau, went out to take his usual obser- 
vations. In a little while he came back waving his 
arms, dancing and yelling like an Indian. We 
thought he had gone mad. He pointed to the 
horizon, and following the direction of his arm, we 
saw smoke. Then it was our turn to go crazy. 
In a little while a steamship was made out bearing 
toward us. We were saved. 

“And every man went down on his knees and 
thanked his Maker.

At the festivi- 
ties at Gluecksburg, however, the en- 
gagement was announced, because Prince 
Eitel desired the fact to become known 
on the marriage day of his bosom friend, 
the young Duke of Coburg-Gotha. 

Both Eitel Friedrich and the Duchess 
are extremely good looking. The Prince 
is a great Court favorite and is the favor- 
ite son of the Kaiser. In fact, it is said 
that he is much brighter than the Crown 
Prince. LEitel was an excellent student 
at Bonn, and he possesses an independent 
will and good judgment. 

Duchess Sophie Charlotte, as her photo- 
graph indicates, possesses a very attract- 
ive face. She is said not to be particu- 
larly bright, but by her good heart and 
winning ways has endeared herself to 
the people of Oldenburg. Her father’s 
first wife, a daughter of Prince Friedrich 
Carl, the famous Red Prince, died shortly 
after the Duchess, now 26 years old, was 
confirmed. Then, in 1897, the Duke mar- 
ried the Princess Elizabeth of Mecklen- 
burg, who has borne him several chil- 
dren. The marriage is said to be a 
very happy one, and the relations be- 
tween the Duchess and her step-mother 
are ideal, the two being more like sisters. 
Duchess Sophie Charlotte is an excellent 
musician and, unlike her future. father- 
in-law, the Kaiser, loves Wagner. For 
many years she has lived a quiet life in 
the country, and is little known in Ber- 
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lin, although she has been here on sev- 
eral occasions, as the guest of her uncle, 
Prince Friedrich Leopold, and of her 
grandmother. 

The Kaiser is a great admirer of the 
Duchess, and has seen her frequently on 
his repeated visits to Oldenburg. He calls 
her affettionately ‘‘ Lotta.” It was at 
one time believed that the Duchess would 
marry the German Crown Prince, but a 
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romantic love affair came between them. 
The Duchess fell madly in love with her 
father’s Adjutant, a dashing young offi- 
cer. Soon after the American papers an- 
nounced that the officer had gone to 
America. But even greater was the sur- 
prise of the American journals when an- 
other correspondent and myself announced 
that the Duke of Oldenburg was on his 
way to America to seek the Adjutant. 
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Since then the officer has returned to 
Burope, and his relations with the Duke 
and the young Duchess are very friendly. 
The Kaiser also at one time was at odds 
with the Duke of Oldenburg, but has won 
the friendship of the latter by supporting 
his claim to the succession of the Duchy, 
which the Czar had contested. 

Both the young Duchess Sophie Char- 
lotte and Prince Eitel at one time were 
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in delicate health. After her love affair 
with the Adjutant the Duchess’ spent 
many months in Kissingen, while her 
future husband was laid up with a danger- 
ous case of pneumonia, from which he 
only recovered *hrough the tender nursing 
of his mother, the Empress.

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HEN King Edward bade farewell 
to Sir Purdon Clarke last Tues- 
day he expressed the wish that 
he might see the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art after the plans 
of Sir Purdon, its new director, who 
arrives in this city this week to take 
up his duties here, have had time to 
be carried out. The wish involved a 
generous recognition of the capacity of 
the new Director to make the best of 
the important work that is placed in his 
hands, while it may also be taken as 
the royal tribute to the brilliant 
achievements of Sir Purdon as the head 
of Great Britain’s chief art institu- 
tion, the South Kensington Museum. 
Through the instrumentality of Sir 
Purdon the latter has become a great 
educational centre whose influence ex- 
tends in various practical ways to ths 
art schools throughout the British do- 
minions. It is thus not a mere col- 
lection of paintings, statues, antiquities, 
&c., but,~by means of the intelligent 
system introduced by its outgoing Di- 
rector, it operates as an artistic and 
creative impulse, an educational force, 
in all the minor institutions of the kind 
that. come under its influence. King 
Wdward’s tribute, therefore, implied the 
belief that a similar work would be un- 
dertaken by Sir Purdon as Director of 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art. 

Will that be possible? In art circles 
and reviews there has been considerable 
discussion as to the practical outcome 
of Sir Purdon Clarke’s mission here, 
and students of the subject have won- 
dered whether he would be able to make 
of the Metropolitan Museum an institu- 
tion comparable in importance, or even 
gimilar in purpose, to the South Ken- 
sington. The latter, being a strictly 
Government institution, enjoys a pres- 
tige, undoubtedly, that lightens the 
task of making it the recognized art 
centre of Great Britain. From its of- 
ficial character its educational activi- 
ties find channels that are not so read- 
ily opened to a museum controlled by 
a corporation that is not in any way 
a part of the Government. In New 
York the position of the Metropolitan 
Museum is undoubtedly of command- 
ing importance in matters relating to 
art, but whether its educational influ- 
ence can extend to the schools and 
museums of other cities is not an easy 
problem to solve in a country whose 
cities are disinclined to recognize the 
authority of one undisputed metropoli- 
tan centre. Art, however, may be 
trusted to carve out its own destiny in 
gpite of sectional prejudice, and the 
adequate art collection, combined with 
intelligent, sympathetic management, is 
certain to. exert a widespread influence 
wherever it may be housed—at least, so 
say those who take the optimistic view 
of the future of the Metropolitan Mu- 


seum.

Simultaneously with the coming of 
Sir Purdon Clarke to undertake the 
Directorship of the Museum, it is in- 
teresting to note that the capacity of 
the latter is to be greatly enlarged by 
the addition of a orth wing to the por- 
tion of the present building fronting on 
Fifth Avenue. Owing to the accumu- 
lation of material for which there is no 
space in the existing exhibition rooms, 
the need for this addition is urgent, 
and as soon as it is completed, two 
“years hence, say the Museum authori- 
ties, it will be filled, and the erection 
of the south wing will then become 
necessary. With the completion of 
these two wings the Museum will have 
a frontage on Fifth Avenue extending 
from Eighticth to Eighty-fifth Street— 
over 1,000 feet.

“The Cesnola Collection contributes 
to modern knowledge a wider field of 
art and a greater amount of important 
material than has ever before been ac- 
complished by any discovery. It forms 
the most complete illustration of the 
history of ancient art and civilization, 
revolutionizing many of the theorles of 
art. It contains the first known works 
of Phoenician art and introduces the 
Phoenicians as teachers of the Etrus- 
cans. It is the key to the origin and 
development of Greek civilization, illus- 
trating the international encounter of 
races and arts in Cyprus, and the man- 
ner in which the civilization, religion, 
and art of the East were transmitted 
to and adopted by the Greeks. Thus, 
this collection determines the place of 
Greece in the history of art.’”’ 


This important collection was made 
by Gen. di Cesnola, by some called the 
“founder of the Museum,” its Director 
until his death last November, while 
he was American Consul at Cyprus 
forty years ago. It consists of 35,573 
pieces—vases, statues, busts, sarco- 
phagi, coins, lamps, &c.—all of which 
were excavated from the sites of an- 
cient Cyprian cities under the direction 
of Cesnola, and forming one of the first 
of the Metropolitan Museum purchases. 

Owing to the laws prohibiting the ex- 
portatgon of art antiquities from Euro- 
pean countries since the above collec- 
tion was made, it seems unlikely that 


greatest interest. The Metropolitan 
contains examples of nearly all the 
leading and world-famed schools of 
paintings, from Jan Van Eyck (1390- 
1440) to the latest and most interesting 
of the moderns, numbering in all 838 
canvases, inclusive of the Vanderbilt 
loan exhibition. 

“Genuine old masters are hard to find 
in these days. It was not so many de- 
cades ago that they common 
enough in the shops of the art dealers 
of Rome. But now Italy guards jeal- 
ously whatever it has of these price- 
less treasures, so that they are far 
harder to get than formerly. Neverthe- 
less, in the galleries of the Metropolitan 
there are a sufficient number of such 
paintings to furnish the student with 
what he needs in specimens of this 
early and ever glorious period of art.

Radium May Prolong the Sun’s Life Indefinitely 


OCTOBER: 29, 1905. 


Mary Proctor E_xplains the Theories Regarding the Maintenance of the Sun’s Heat---If 
Composed in Part of Radium It Will Warm the Earth for at Least a Billion Years More 


HE sun, the ruler of the planetary system, is the 
great dispenser of light and heat to its circling 
family of planets. The amount of heat squan- 
dered by the sun is enormous, for only an ex- 
tremely small amount is intercepted by the 

earth. The other planets—Jupiter, Saturn, Venus, 
Mercury, and Mars—come in for their own share, 
but it would be easy to show that the sun distrib- 
utes sufficient heat to maintain thousands of planets 
in the same comfortable circumstances as those in 
which our earth is placed. 

We can measure the quantity of heat that the 
gun constantly emits, because we can measure the 
amount received by our earth, which intercepts about 
1-2,300,000,000 of all the light and heat emitted by 
the sun. In every second of time the sun emits as 
much heat as would result from the combustion of 
11,600,000,000,000 tons of coal. 

Each portion of the sun’s surface as large as our 
earth gives out as much heat per second as would re- 
sult from the combustion of a billion tons of coal. 
From this it is easily calculated that if the sun’s 
whole mass consisted of coal and could burn right out 
to the last ton, maintaining till then the present rate 
of emission, the supply would not last more than 
5,000 years. At the end of that time the sun would 
be nothing but a burned-out cinder! 

The question arises: How is the sun’s heat main- 
tained? and the view most commonly accepted is that 
the heat of the sun is kept up by the constant con- 
traction of its mass through the gravitation of its 
particles toward the centre. As the sun cools it must 
grow smaller, so that its outward portions fall to- 
ward its centre. 
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In this falling so much heat is acquired that if the 
fun remains gaseous it will continually grow hotter. 
Finally a time will come when it can contract no 
more. Then a solid crust will form over the surface, 
this crust will gradually cool off by the heat which 
it radiates, and the sun will grow dark and cold 
Frozen and lifeless among its 
ets, the sun will at last solidify and become a dark, 
rigid globe like the moon.

Now, we know that a red-hot poker will grad- 
ually cool down to the temperature of surrounding 
objects if it is taken out of the fire. The mere fact 
that the poker is hot implies that it is giving out 
heat and getting cooler each moment. In a coms 
paratively short time it grows cold. But suppose 
the other end of the poker is constantly receiving a 
fresh supply of heat energy from a hot fire, then, 
while that is the case, the outer end of the poker 
need not grow cooler—the heat being replaced as fast 
as it is dissipated. 

But with radium it is different. This wonderful 
substance can keep warm, can therefore continue giv- 
ing heat energy to the ether without itself growing 
any cooler, although the dissipated energy is not re- 
placed from any visible external source, such as a 
fire. It is as if a red-hot poker could keep hot in- 
definitely without getting a renewal from any ex- 
ternal source of the heat energy which it is con- 
stantly sending out in all directions.

A few months ago, the writer had a conversa~ 
tion with the eminent astronomer, Prof. C. A. Young, 
on the subject, and in reply to the question: “Is 
there radium in the sun?” he remarked: ‘“‘ Radium in 
the sun may explain a considerable part of the sun’s 
output of heat, so that the computed rate of con- 
traction would be greatly diminished. (The compu- 
tation thus far being based on the solar heat ob- 
served at the earth.) Probably as radium is on the 
earth, it may be in the sun.

‘Prof. Snyder of the Philadelphia High School 
considers he has found evidence of its presence in 
the sun by comparing the lines reported in the spec- 
trum of radium with the known lines in ‘the solar 
spectrum.

In a few days it would be freezing cold at the 
equator. In a few weeks the whole ocean would be 
frozen over, and the soil would freeze to such a depth 
as to kill every plant Men and animals might be 
able to keep alive for a while by means of artificial 
heat, but they would soon starve in consequence of 
not having anything to eat. 

The same fate would overtake our planet, which 
Flammarion has so graphically described in his book 
“ Lumen,” although the cause would be due to some- 
what different circumstances. He suggests what 
would happen should our planet wander aimlessly in 
space, and away from the warming influence of the 
sun. 

“ All the water on the earth would become solid, 
and gases in their turn become liquid, while human 
beings would find themselves frozen on the spot.

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UNCLE SAM HAS A BIG SWEET TOOTH. 


O article imported is more important to Uncle Sam 
as a revenue bringer than sugar, and none brings 
him so much trouble in his Custom Houses. The 
resources of science are invoked to ascertain the 
exact quality of every pound of sugar imported, 

and duty is assessed in accordance with these findings. 

One of the most interesting corners in the big build- 
ing at Christopher and Greenwich Streets, known as the 
Appraisers’ Stores, is the polariscope room on the tenth 
floor. It is there that the tests are made by which the 
duty on every importation of sugar that comes into this 
port is determined. So accurately is this done that the 
tests are corrected for temperature, and to this extreme 
accuracy importers of sugar are strenuously objecting. 

The sweetening power of sugar depends on the pro- 
portion of chemically pure sucrose contained in a given 
quantity of it, and the duty to be levied on it depends 
on its strength in sucrose. 

The utmost care is exercised in making the tests and 
in sampling the sugar for them. When a cargo of sugar 
arrives samples are drawn from each of the packages 
and sent in a sealed can to the Appraisers’ Stores. 
There each sample is numbered, samples are drawn 
from it for preservation as a record, and a sample is 
sent to the laboratory for test. The laboratory opera- 
tors know the sugar only by number, and often they are 
given two or even more samples for test from the same 
package. The result of every test is hung up on @& 
sheet in the Appraisers’ office for the inspection of im- 
porters. If the Government's test fails to agree with 
that of the importer he may ask for a retest. The con- 
troversy in the courts between the importers and the 
Government has been over the exactitude of the Govern- 
ment’s test The importers declare that the ordinary 
commercial test in which no correction is made for tem- 
perature ought to be sufficient. Its adoption would save 
them many thousands of dollars a year in duties. 

The United States is the greatest consumer of sugar 
in the world The total world’s production is about 
9,000,000 tons a year, and “of this we consume about 
2,500,000 tons, or a per capita consumption of about 70 
pounds. The revenue to the United States from sugar 
duties is $50,000,000 a year. The domestic production is 
so small that it cuts very little figure in the supply, and 
even then it has been much reduced since the passage of 
the Cuban reciprocity treaty, which by reducing the 
duty on Cuban sugars has driven the American product 
out of the market,

WO million dollars, on a conserva- 
tive estimate, will be spent in as- 
certaining the will of the people 
at the coming election. Nearly 
one million will be spent by the 

city directly, and the other million will 
represent the expenditures of the can- 
didates and. the organizations. 

There are now 1,948 election districts 
fn the City of New York. Since the 
last election they have been increased 
from 1,550 to that number. The aver- 
age rent paid for a polling booth on the 
four days of registration and the day 
of election is about $47.50. That would 
make a cost for the rental of election 
booths of $92,500. In election 
booth there are four Inspectors. They 
receive $7.50 for each of the four days 
of registration, and $12 for their work 
on election day, making their compen- 
sation $42 in all. The total amount 
paid out for Inspectors of Election will 
be $327,264. 

In addition to the Inspectors of Elec- 
tion there are also in each polling place 
two ballot clerks at $8 each, and two 
poll clerks at $12 each. ‘They serve 
only on the day of election. 
pensation of the ballot clerks will ag- 
gregate $31,168, and that of the poll 
clerks $46,752. 

The Board of El2ctions estimates that 
the cost vf newspaper advertising in 
connection with the coming election will 
approximate $200,000. In adcdition to 
the newspaper advertising the board 
has to have a good deal of other print- 
ing done, such, for instance, as printed 
instructions and placards. 

The printing of the ballots alone will 
cost $50,000. 

Pencils, pens, ink, mucilage, and pa- 
per have to be supplied to every elec- 
tion booth. That makes another con- 
siderable item of expense. 

+ +++ 

Owing to the fact that this year there 
are more tickets in the field than usual, 
the work of the Board of Elections has 
been greatly increased. It is a long 
time since the board has had so many 
complications growing out of indorse- 
ments, independent petitions, and pro- 
tests to deal with it has had this 
year. That has meant the employment 
of many more clerks than have been 
necessary to discharge the work of the 
board in municipal elections hereto- 
fore, and a consequent large increase in 
the expenditure under that item.

NE hundred years in tne practice of 
medicine and surgery. That seems 
like a mile-stone worth looking at 
and thinking about. Some pain has 
been endured, some suffering alle- 

viated in that time in New York State;

This is the event which physicians and 
surgeons have already begun to celebrate 
in this State, and will celebrate with con- 
siderable more éGclat a little later 
The Medical Society of the County 0

day evening last. The more elaborate 
celebration of the centennial by the State 
organization will probably take place in 
Albany in the latter part of January next. 
Although there are two State organiza- 
tions now, the State Medical Society and 
the State Medical Association, they are to 
be merged into one before that event. The 
organization which since 1882 has be en 
known as the Medical Association left 
the parent body twenty-three years ago, 
but, like a prodigal, is returning home 
again. The legal steps for its reception 
in the parental household are now under 
way.

ical society—of the County of New York 
met for the first time, according to any 
record which has been found, on Nov. 
14, 1794, and six names of men who sub- 
sequently appear as the original incor- 
porators of the present Medical Society of 
the County of New York appear in the 
records of that meeting. The names are: 
William Hamersley, John Gamage, A. 
Bainbridge, John R. B. Rodgers, John 
Onderdonk; and J. J. De Yong. On Jan. 
13, 1795, men met at the City Hall 
and held their first election. The men 
chosen and the offices to which they 
were elected were as follows: John Carl- 
ton, President; Thomas Jones, Vice Presi- 
dent; William P. Smith, Treasurer, and 
John R. B. Rodgers, Secretary. 

From the above it appears that it 
really the one hundred and twelfth anni- 
versary which the Medical Society of the 
County of New York ought to celebrate. 
The hundredth anniversary, however, is 
based upon the fact that at a meeting on 
July 8, 1806, the Medical Society of the 
State of New York having learned that 
the Albany society had a name the same 
as its own, decided to change its name 
to the one it still holds. A law, passed on 
April 4, 1806, made the change of ‘its 
name imperative, and thereafter the New 
York body became known as the county 
society. The centennial anniversary is 
based mostly on this fact, the existence 
of the Medical Society of the County of

In his speech Dr. Young acknowledged 
having received great assistance in learn- 
ing the society's from volumes 
presented to the New York Academy of 
Medicine Dec. 26, 1876. In this volume 
are preserved the minutes of the Medical 
Society of the State of New York from 
Nov. 14, 1794, to July 8, 1806, or to 
about the time when the name of the local 
medical changed, These 
minutes show that as early as a meeting 
in August, 1795, the pioneers of the society 
were deeply concerned about an epidemic 
in the city, which Dr. Young spoke of as 
follows: 

“The President read a communication 
from the Health Committee of the society 
the subject of some epidemic fever 
prevalent in the upper part of the city, 
and the society agreed meet each 
Tuesday evening and report on the prog- 
ress of the epidemic in their particular 
practices. At the September meeting the 
President read a letter from the Governor 
of the State in relation to this epidemic, 
and mentions a quarantine having been 
established between New York and Phila- 
delphia. At this meeting a committee 
was appointed to investigate the origin 
and medical treatment of this ‘epidemic 
distemper.’ 

“Under date of January, 1801, 
Treasurer reported the following balance 
the credit of the society—£10 19s. 4d. 
At this meeting a committtee was ap- 
pointed to procure a more satisfactory 
place for meeting than the City Hall had 
proved to be, and in April they made 
the following report: ‘The committee ap- 
pointed to. procure a room. for the ac- 
commodation of the society report that 
Mr. Lovitt will furnish a convenient room 
at his hotel in Broadway, together with 
fire and candle light, for the sum of 
$2 for_each meeting.” 

Dr. Young next read a list of medical 
fees to which the society pledged itself 
about this time. They created no end of

‘merriment among the puysicians present. 


Some of those which now seem strangest 
follow, and a few also which show no 
marked departure from the practice of 
those early days. The list of fees was 
adopted on July 1, 1798, and is, in part, 
as follows: 

“‘ Verbal advice, $5; letter of advice, $10; 
ordinary visits, $1; blistering plasters, 


will cost the candidates will vary, of 
course, but none of them will escape 
with an expenditure of less than sev- 
eral hundred dollars. Even Assembly 
and Aldermanic candidates have to get 
out their literature and spend money 
in other ways in order to make their 
canvass effecttve. 

In 1887 William M. Ivins, one of the 
big figures in the present campaign, 
published a book entitled “ Money in 
Elections in New York City.” The 
work was devoted to the organization 
of the machines and the amount of 
money which they used to carry an 
election. Even in those days ascertain- 
ing the will of the electorate of New 
York was a very expensive proceeding. 

Then, as now, the money used in elec- 
tions was raised to a considerable ex- 
tent by the assessment of candidates. 
Every candidate was forced to con- 
tribute according to his means and the 
importance of the office for which he 
was named. Here is an extract from 
Mr. Ivins’s book: 

“Mayor Hewitt paid $12,000 apiece 
to the County Democracy and to Tam- 
many Hall. Mr. Edson paid, or there 
was paid to his account, $10,000 apiece 
to the County Democracy and to Tam- 
many Hall, and $5,000 to Irving Hall. 
Mayor Grace paid $10,000 to the Coun- 
ty Democracy when he last,ran, and 
the Citizens’ Committee of that year 
expended about $10,000 in voluntary 
contributions. In 1880 Mayor Grace 
paid $12,500 to Irving Hall and $7,500 
to Tammany Hall. In 1878 Mayor Coop- 
er practically created a party, at what 
cost to himself he only knows. In 1876 
Mayor Ely is reported not to have paid 
over $5,000. John Reilly is said, upon 
good authority, te have paid Tammany 
$50,000 for the nomination for Register 
in 1883.” 


+ + + 


Notwithstanding the growth of the 
city since the time when Mr. Ivins 
wrote, and of the consequent greater 
honor and importance of a city office 
such as Mayor or Controller, or Presi- 
dent of the Board of Aldermen, it is 
probable that the candidates for those 
offices are not compelled to pay any 
more, if as much, in the way of assess- 
ments now as they were in those days. 
The reason is obvious. As the city has 
grown in population and wealth, the 
favors which its administrations have 
to grant are greater and those who 
seek them are willing to contribute 
more liberally. 

As has been shown in the insurance 
investigation, it has been the practice 
of great corporations to make large 
contributions to campaign funds. Some 
of the public utility corporations, in 
order to be in the good graces of both 
organizations, contribute liberally to 
both. It is the scandal of such contri- 
butions which has caused the agitation 
for the passage of a Corrupt Practices 
act in this State, but thus far the agi- 
tation has proved fruitless. The bill 
drawn up by Perry Belmont, which was 
before the last Legislature, will be 
pushed again this Winter, and the dis- 
closures of the insurance investigation 
with respect to campaign contributions 
made by the big insurance companies 
undoubtedly will create a sentiment for 
its enactment which was lacking at the 
last session, 
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three sizes, from $1.25 to $2; a night 
visit, $5; a visit at a distance from town,’ 
three miles, $1; a visit to Brooklyn, $3;

On July 1, 1806, a meeting was held in 
the front room of the City Hall for the 
purpose of complying with an act of the 
Legislature of the State, passed on April 
4, preceding, which required medical so- 
cieties to be incorporated for the purpose 
of regulating ‘‘the practice of physic and 
surgery in the said State,’’ and at that 
meeting it was decided not only to have 
the organization incorporated, but also to 
change its name. ‘There were 102 names 
signed to the call for this meeting. Among 
the physicians known to have attended 
were these: Nicholas Romayne, James 
Tillery, Daniel Proudfit, Edward Bain- 
bridge, Wright Post, John Gamage, Will- 
iam Hamersley, and J. J. de Yong. Nicho- 
las Romayne was appointed Chairman of 
this meeting. He was afterward elected 
President of the newly organized society. 
The first meeting of the society with its 
new name, the Medical Society of the 
County of New York, was held in the 
City Hall on Monday, July 7, 1806. 

The concluding paragraphs of Dr. 
Young's address spoke of what has been 
done by ‘the society for the unification 
of the profession, and the elimination of 
quackery, ending in these words: 

‘Surely the record of 112 years of 
earnest effort by a profession devoid of 
hedonistic tendencies, devoted to the ad- 
vancement of medical science, the elimi- 
nation of quackery, the destruction of the 
charlatan, the improvement of the health 
of the city by the advancement of every 
sanitary and hygienic method known to 
science, the dissemination of moral teach- 
ings, and the promulgation of all that 
makes for ‘the good of the community 
must be followed by benefit both to those 
who make the effort and those for whom 
the effort is made.”’

Many New Stories of West and Fast by Americans 


Will Lillibridge’s ‘‘Ben Blair’’ Is a Noteworthy First Book---F.merson Hough’s 
‘“Womanless E-.den”’---A Story of the Copper Mines---Railroads in. Romance. 


FIRST book, or that book which first gets 
through the publisher's sieve, is usually a mix- 
ture of intermittent strength, weakness, fresh 
simplicity, and dull attempts at erudition, Mr, 
Will Lillibridge’s first book, ‘‘ Ben Blair,” (Chi- 
cago, McClurg,) is no exception to the almost invari- 
able rule; but that which is strength is so remark- 
able so Jong as it is sustained that “Ben Blair” is 
worthy of consideration among the best pyoductions 
of the season. 
Two-thirds of the novel treat of life on the Dakota 
plains. Here the.author seems to be so completely 
in his element that he apparently sketches his chat

acters with his eyes shut, and by merely throwing his 
brush at the canvas produces a vivid picture of the 
desert and its living, breathing soul. 

Two incidents in this part of the story a 
remain indelibly fixed in the mind after reading—and 
that is saying much. The first is where Ben Blair, 
eight years old, digs a gravé for his mother, who has 
been burned in her home by the drunkard who was 
supposed to be the boy’s father. The real father, @ 
neighboring rancher whose wife and child had been 
enticed from home by Tom Blair, has seen the smoke 
and driven thirty miles to investigate. The scene bee 
tween Rankin, “ the big man,”’ and the child is pow: 
erful—out there on the desert under the wide sky.

The second remarkable picture is the more power- 
ful of the two. It occurs in the splendid chapter 
called “ The Inexorable Trail.’’ Ben takes the trail of 
Tom Blair over the snowclad desert. The chase lasts 
for days on horse and then afoot when the animals 
have succumbed. They meet at last, and Ben chokes 
‘Tom Blair into unconsciousness. Then he remembers 
his sweetheart and a promise, and instead of killing 
his natural enemy, binds him hand and foot and, 
himself exhausted, falls asleep on the snow. The 
drunkard revives, and seeing the young man asleep, 
tries te move toward him with murderous intent. 

Finding himself tied, he curses at the top of his 
voice. After a long time the youth comes out ‘of his 
lethargic sleep in the snow. In silence he tears a 
strip off his blanket, ties up the other’s foul mouth, 
and calmly goes back to sleep again. When the 
reader has the illusion of the desert of snow around 
this drama the incident hitg hard. 

In the latter nart of the book, where Ben pursues 
his prairie-bred girl to New York, the story falls 
far below the standard established in the beginning. 
The characters are not.sustained, as if the author, 
like his creations, was floundering in waters that 
were not thoroughly familiar to him. As a first book, 
however, Mr. Lillibridge’s ‘‘ Ben Blair” gives high 
promise of things to come.

WING to the fact that my name is identical with 
that of the writer of Shakespeare’s plays, I 
have occasionally been invited by the directors 
of church sociables to interpret dialogues from 
said plays, possibly for the reason that the 

. gentle shade of my supposed ancestor might direct my 

interpretation, if not inspire my articulation. The other 
night they sent for*me from Rutherford, New Jersey. 
I was late.in getting the message. I missed both boat 
and train, and found myself practically stranded in 
Jersey City—for I had forgotten my favorite edition 
of *“‘ Hamiet,”’ from which I was to read. 

Of course I was acquainted with the entire text, and 
needed no prompter. Yet experience has taught me 
that it is well to have the book near by in case the 
applause, which I have not infrequently listened to, 
should be so tumultuous as to disconcert me for the 
moment. 

The next train left Jersey City for Rutherford in ten 
minutes. On a side street I noticed a shop where 
antiquated books were sold. I rushed in. 

‘*““Have you a copy of ‘Hamilet’?” I feverishly in- 
quired of the blear-eyed old man who emerged from 
behind the counter. 

He was about to explain, to expatiate, but I inter- 
rupted him with: “I simply want the text—just ‘Ham- 
let "—a paper cover if you have it—25 cents? Thanks.” 
And I ran from the shop, and was just in time to 
catch the train as it was moving out of the station. 

Although, as I have stated, I am perfectly familiar 
with the play, I had no sooner seated myself in the 
train than I thought it might be well to run over the 
passages which I was later to read before the Ladies’ 
Parochial Aid Society. I turned to the famous soliloquy, 
when the following met my startled gaze: 

Ham, To be or not to be (that is the question) 
Relieved of an attack of indigestion!

scribed in the sub-title as ‘“‘the story of a contented 
town, certain peculiar citizens, and two fortunate lov- 
ers."”” It is, on the whole, a pleasing narrative enough, 
and may be characterized briefly as a sentimental com- 
edy with a flavor of alkali,and an episodic method. 
Heart's Desire is a "dobe town somewhere in a valley in 
the Southwest, a town which bakes in the sun and is 
happy in the absence of law and womenfolk. The men 
wear six-shooters except when they are broke, and then 
the artillery hangs upon pegs behind the door at Uncle 
Jim Brother’s hotel. That is a sign. And Uncle Jim 
furnishes grub freely till better days. The peculiar 
citizens are Curley, a cowman; McKinney, a boss cow- 
man, and especially Tom Osby, a freighter who has 
been married “ copious,’’ that is, five or six times—with 
others 

The fortunate lovers are Dan Anderson, a briefless 
lawyer in the lawless town which hasn't so much as a 
magistrate’s court to curse itself withal, and Constance, 
daughter of a millionaire railway promoter ‘“ back 
East.”’ Dan Anderson is a Princeton man, and has 
known Constance in her Eastern setting. But for the 
purposes of the story Constance comes West to Heart's 
Desire and brings a railway and civilization with: her. 
That sounds familiar enough—but the story doesn’t fol- 
low quite the conventional lines, and in so faras it does 
not, and for a certain dramatic and vernacular charm 
belonging to parts of it, as well as for the poetical no- 
tions of the author, which shine glamourously through 
it, it will reward the reader. The idea of the womanless, 
lawless, and sinless Arcadia has somehow a rather 
strong appeal, and when the woman comes into it and 
spoils it, she appeals also. 

True, the strong men of their hands who dwell and 
dream in Heart's Desire are men made with pen and ink, 
but they represent a phase at least of the man made of 
flesh and blood. The talk of them and the pose of them 
is the talk and the pose which clever writers about the 
Same sort of edge of the world places have long ago 
made famillar—but both in fiction can undoubtedly be 
made attractive. The present man gets the atmosphere 
excellently, even if he blunders now and again in details. 


SHORT STORIES. 


HE Wizard's, Daughter, and’ Other Stories,’’ by 
Margaret Collier Graham, (Houghton, Mifflin <& 
Co.,) include six tales of varying interest and qual- 

ity in their number. The author displays a pleasing 
sense of humor in her manner of relating them, but in 
her longer stories there is-a falling off of interest near 
the close, as though, having accompanied her characters 
half way, she leaves them in the middle of their journey 
to grope their own way to the end. The first tale, which 
gives its title to the book, carries its readers to Califor- 
nia. One looks in vain for something to come of the 
conditions which are described. There is Mr. Dysart, 
for instance, and the very entertaining and religiously 
inclined Emeline, his wife; there is young Sidney Pal- 
merston, in California for his health, and engaged to a 
nice girl in Michigan; there is the professor, a man 
of \erudition and a fanatic determined to make the 
desert blossom as the rose. He inspires John Dy- 
sart with his. enthusiasm, and John willingly risks 
his slim capital in a deal with him. Then enters 
the professor's daughter upon-the scene, and ope has a 
hazy, impressionistic idea of a sort of mannish girl with 
honest eyes and a blue serge coat. And in the end the 
professor proves himself no visionary, and young Sidney 
falls in love with the daughter, only to get himself in a 
hopeless tangle, whereupon the author washes her hands 
of the entire affair and leaves things in a chaotic state, 

There is something of the same method employed in 
the story of Marg’ et Ann and her love for Lloyd Archer. 
Religious scruples nearly blasted thelr young lives, but 
the picture of Marg'’et Ann’s patient sweetness is a 
pleasing one. Perhaps the strongest of all the stories is 
that of ‘‘ Lib,”’ which is also the shortest. This is the 
simple tale of a young woman glorified by motherhood, 
although without benefit of clergy. There is aiso

TALE OF A RAILROAD. 


R. SAMUEL MERWIN in “ The Roadbuilders,” 
(the Macmillan Company,) has written a story 
covering 313 pages wherein not a woman figures. 

It is a tale probably designed solely for masculine 
readers; at any rate, few wonien will find it of breath- 
less interest, albeit it is a well-told, strongly presented 
account of the trials and hardships which beset a little 
party of men who undertook to build the extension to 
the 8S. and W.\R. R., actually the Sherman and Western, 
but more commonly known as the ‘“‘ Shaky and Windy.” 
The book is filled with the argot of the railroads; there 
are sharp pictures of crazy panics among the men; of 
strategy carefully planned to meet strategy; of the in- 
cessant toil, the water famines, and the thousand and 


one other things that come within the work of engineers 


sent West to lay the rails of a great railroad. 

All these many sides of the story Mr. Merwin touches 
upon with a strong virility. Paul Carhart is a man 
among men; the reader himself falls under the spell of 
that quiet, spectacled figure as the author presents him, 
Indeed, young Van of the imaginative eyes and the 
square chin, who knew how to handle men, although he 


doubted his own ability; Old Van, his brother, of the un- 
controllable temper; Tiffany, the chief engineer; Peet, 


the man of double flealings, and all the others down to 
Jack Flagg, the vindictive cook, and Charlie, the heroic 
substitute, are all big, brawny, rough-clad heroes who 
present a refreshing contrast to the tailorish types 
which fill most of the novels which come to hand. 


LAKE SUPERIOR MINERS. 


HERE Copper Was King” (Small, Maynard) Is a 
W story made of the materials found in the early 
days of copper mining in the Lake Superior coun- 

try. On the whole, the material is better than the fic- 
tion, but the story, if formless, is nevertheless readable. 
The author declares in a preface that so far as he knows 
nothing has been done before toward placing on record 
“the characteristic scenes and incidents” of the time 
and region, and he says his characters are real charac- 
ters. The narrative follows the fortunes of a young 
college graduate from Ne England who comes to the 
mines in a lesser engineering capacity and rises to be 
Superintendent. As the reader explores the galleries 
and levels and shafts of the Old Wisconsin with the

The adventures that follow are amusing, ingeniously 
worked, and interestingly told. Perhaps the most amus- 
ing is where Bunny visits Andrew Carnegie, hoping to 
get the price of a library for a mythical village. 

“T wasn't thinking of giving away any more libra- 
ries. this year,’”’ says Mr. Carnegie. ‘‘I am giving away 
lakes for a change. If you want a nice artifical lake, 
now—” 

However, Mr. Carnegie, like Mrs. Gaster and Mrs. 

In the end Mrs. Raf- 
fles elopes with Mr. Constant Scrappe, her landlord, and

«A WICKED GHOST. 


TORK’S NEST,” by J. Breckinridge Ellis, (Moffat, 
Yard & Co.,) is constructed after the good old-fash- 
foned manner of stories wherein a very wicked 

villain competes with an unusually gentlemanly hero for 
the affections of the beautiful heroine, In this particu- 
lar story the villain, Bije Stork, is certainly a very black 
character, and his twin brother Si is only a shade less 
black. To the farm of these two men comes Benton 
Cabot, the son of an old companion of the Storks in 
civil war times Benton seeks health and strength in 
farm work, but he finds a number of adventures as 
well, His first experience in the country is the unusual 
one of meeting a ghost.

FISHING IN FRISCO BAY. 


N ‘“ Tales of the Fish Patrol,’’ (Macmillan,) a volume 
of new stories, Jack London strikes a subject which 
has been little used, and strikes it with no uncer- 

tain vigor. San Francisco Ray is the scene, and fisher- 
men of all nations, and, as is usual in such conglomera- 
tion, of no law, provide plenty of work for the fish pa- 
trolmen, and consequent action in the narratives. A 
peep into the junks of Chinese shrimp fishers; the trap4¢ 
ping of a giant Greek fisher outlaw; a night raid upon 
oyster pirates, and other adventures hold the interest 


from start to finish. Here and there Mr. London waxes . 


a little overtechnical in the handling of his vessel, but 
in some mysterious way he leaves the impression that it 
is all right and that both he and the reader have pulled 
through a naval engagement which was quite exciting 
while it lasted. As usual, the author has imbued his 
characters with blood, which imparts some of its heat 
and surge to the reader’s own veins. The stories, by 
the way, are particularly free from anything that is re- 
pulsive. To write a realistic story of virile-hearted, 
virlle-tongued men and avoid the repulsive is in itself 
quite an accomplishment, in which even Jack London 
has not always succeeded. 


GOOD IN SPITE OF “ HEREDITY.” 


LL the characters in ‘‘ The Coming of the Tide,” by 
Margaret Sherwood, (Houghton, Mifflin &- Co.,) 
seem to be suffering from ‘a¥disease called hered- 

ity. Frances Wilmot has it. Her mother having beena 
poet nipped in the bud by marriage, the daughter hears 
music in the sea, sees beauty in the flowers, and so on. 
Paul Warren, come of a line of ancestors who were 
theologists, drunkards, sportsmen, philosophers, end he, 
himself, a composite of them all, retires trom the world 
and worries about himself. Uncle Peter, who blames his 
own fondness for the sideboard to the habits of his 
great-great-grandfather, his hot temper to a cousin of 
an uncle seven times removed, is an original creation, 
and particularly amusing, inasmuch as he turns cut to 
be the son of the head gardener.

‘In one way,” he replied, “‘ the tendency 
is to loosen our grip on accepted religious 
teachings. We are in an age of doubt 
and questioning—an age in some ways 
comparable to the Roman era on the in- 
duction of Christianity, but with this 
difference; We have science as a saving 
grace.”’ 

The conversation shifting from the ab- 
strict to the concrete, in reply to a ques- 
tion as to his methods of work the owner 
of Slabsides said that most of his essays 
were written in his cabin workshop dur- 
ing the Winter months.

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ST. PAUL’S OLD ORGAN CASE. 


A Fine Piece of ‘English Work More 
Than a Century Old. 


Few of. the many visitors to old. 8t. 
Paul’s Church, on lower Broadway, no- 
tice or know anything about one of its 
oldest and most interesting features. This 
is the organ in the gallery at the west 
end of the church, whose fine old mahog- 
any case was brought over from England 
to be placed there in 1802. St Paul's 
being then, as now, a chapel of old Trin- 
ity, the vestry of the latter church de- 
cided that there was need of a new organ, 
and George Pike England, a well-known 
English organ builder of the time, was 
given the order for one which would be 
equal to the one in Trinity Church, and 
a year later it was put in place. 

There no record’ of the cost, but it 
Was an excellent organ, with twenty-four 
steps and inclosed in a beautiful mahog- 
The case and the pipes remain 
as they were a hundred years ago, 
the wood improved with age, and the 
beautiful groups.of dull gold .pipes. The 
style is admirable, as at the time of its 
construction England was distinguishing 
iteelf in fine work in mahogany, in Hep- 
plewhite Sheraton furniture.

The old organ was 
Stil] in good condition, and was taken by 
the makers of the new one in part pay- 
ment for it It was carefully renovated, 
a new case made for It, and then sold to 
the Roman Catholic Church of the 
maculate Conception mn Port Jervis, N. Y. 
It is still to-day in that church in con- 
Stant use, sweet toned and ready to stand 
more servieé after the hundred 
during which it has done duty. The origi- 
nal keyboard is being used, and the ivory 
keys,are holiowed and worn with much 
fingering. 
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The “big*’ music for the Protestant 
Episcopal Church of St. Mary thé Virgin, 
Forty-sixth Street, began on the first 
Sunday in October this year. The more 
elaborate musical part the service is 
omitted during the warm weather, closing 
about Trinity Sunday, as a rule, and be- 
ginning again in the Fall. This morning 
Mozart's Seventh Mass is to be sung In 
the church, and the tenor solo in the 
anthem will be ‘Be Thou Faithful Unto 
Death,”’ from St. Paul. Wiegand’s Vesper 
service -will be given, and Abt’s Evening 
Hymn sung with. bass solo and chorus.

St. Mary’s music attracts attention in all 
parts of the country, and its programmes 
travel a surprising distance to people who 
are interested in. church . music. The 
church has thirty men and boys in its 
vested choir in the chancel who sing the 
recitative part.of the services, and there 
are thirty-four voices ‘in the mixed choir 
in the gallery. 

All the standard masses and vespers of 
the French and Italian sung, 
and the church has acquired an extensive 
musical library, largely of its own arrange- 
ment.

This alone is sufficient 
in an ordinary rainy day to keep the 
water from reaching the solid back of 
the material, and even when exposed to 
the pouring rain for hours this solid back, 
if of wool, does not wet through any 
easier than the so-called rainproof smooth 
goods. The writer has demonstrated this 
fact in practice. 

Soft French felts trimmed with plain 
quills of good quality make the best rainy- 
weather hats, and these hats should be 
smart enough for a pleasant day, Mocha 
or castor gloves, unless one wears rein- 
deer skin, are the most serviceable hand 
covering to wear with these costumes 

If one wears a suitable pair of walking 
shoes with thick extension soles with an 
outfit such as that outlined above, a sud- 
den shower need not alarm any one, even 
if she be umbrellaless.

LOSS IN CASH BY BANKS 
SHOWS LULL IN OCTOBER 


Outflow Usually Renewed on 
Large Scale in November. 


RECORD OF PAST FIVE YEARS 


Factors Which May Influence Position 
of Banks This Fall—Funds May Be 
Retained In Interior Because 
of Trade Activity. 


The fact that for two weeks the banks 
had been gaining cash and the practical 
suspension of transfers of currency to 
the interior through the Sub-Treasury 
were taken in some quarters last week as 
an indication that the Fall movement of 
money to the interior had terminated. 
The turn in monetary movements, it was 
clafmed, showed that at an earlier date 
than usual the demand upon New York 
for funds for crop moving and similar 
purposes had come to an end. Against 
this contention was advanced the argu- 
ment that the favorable turn of the cur- 
rency movement was temporary, being 
nothing more than a lull in the outward 
movement, and would be followed by a 
renewal of the drain on the New York 
banks. 

In view of these conflicting contentions, 
it is ipteresting to examine the record of 
jrecent years in the matter of October 
cash movements and the subsequent 
fluctuations in the bank returns. The 
tables below show the cash held by the

How the Manipulator Plays Upon 
Speculative Human Nature. 


DIFFERENT KINDS OF TIPS 


Those That Are Made Good and Those 
That Go Wrong, and Why 
They Do Either.

Cotton, be it 
remembered, is a perennial plant, which 
in the tropics, where frost never comes, 
grows and fruits during the entire year. 
Here the fruitage until the 
frost checks it, andif this checking is 
lowed, as it usually is, by several 
of true ripening weather it is very plain 
that the full-formed: bolls reap an advan- 
tage from it.

In its Wall Street usage the word “‘ tip”’ 
| has a meaning which is foreign to elegant 
| English. The Century defines it in that 
| sense as follows: ‘ Tip—To give private‘ 
information to in regard to chances, as 
in betting or speculation.”’ Webster's 
| Dictionary does not define it in that 
|meaning at all. The Century definition 
|does not do the word full justice. A 
| stock market tip is not necessarily pri- 
| vate. It may, indeed, be a general tip, 
| one that everybody hears, and in that 
| case it is likely to be a dangerous thing 
| for those who act upon it. Tip, pointer, 
} and hint are interchangeable words in 
j the Wall Street meaning of each, but tip 
| is the one of the three that is almost ex- 
clusively used, probably because of its 
extreme brevity. It lends itself, more- 
over, to convenient variations—tipping, 
| tipster, tipped, &c. 

The prevalence of professional tipping 
in the stock market of late gives the 
| subject its pertinence. When pools and 
individual operators are largely in con- 
| trol of the speculative situation, the stock 
market is likely to present this particular 
phase. A tip sent out by a pool or a 
| professional operator is an elusive thing. 
| The avidity with which a promising tip 
(is seized upon and circulated, not only 
throughout the length and breadth of 
| Wall Street, but all over Wall Street's 
elaborate private wire system, is often 
|; amazing. When prices are high the tips 
|} are always to buy stocks, and when prices 
| are low the tips are always to sell. One’s 
| common Sense, of course, warns one that 
|a Wall Street operator does not tip other 
| people to buy a stock that he is buying 
| himself, or wants to buy; that the tips 
must come from those who have stocks 
to sell and are willing to sell them at 
| the prices at which others are advised to 
| buy, but the thing not so simple as 
j it looks, and this you may know by the 
| fact that professional traders themselves, 
| knowing all about the methods employed, 
act freely on the tips that are given out 
by larger operators. 

When a pool begins to give out its buy- 
tips it very often makes them good 
after another, with a view to in- 
creasing interest and confidence. Thus 
word is sent out that a stock selling, say, 
at 50 will be put to Few believe it 
and few will act on the tip, but the 
stock goes to 55 according to promise. 
Then those who have had the tip and re- 
fused to act on it are sorry, and regret 
their incredulity. A few days or a few 
weeks later the tip goes out that the same 
stock will be put to 60. Some attention 
is paid to this, because the other tip was 
so straight, and a few traders buy. They 
are probably professional traders, who 
scent the operation and know that this 
and several succeeding tips are likely to 
| be made good. The stock goes to 60, and 
| is then tipped for 70. The activity all the. 
while has increasing. The stock 
| gets to 65, and looks very strong. Those 
| who were tipped originally to buy it at 
| 50, and didn’t, berate themselves, saying: 
| ‘‘ The trouble with us down here is that 
we get so skeptical that we don’t believe 
anything we near. We come therefore 
to a standstill. Look at that stock. We 
| were told to buy it at 50.”

Pos- 
sibly the pool decides at this stage that 
the time is ripe for larger operations than 
were at first contemplated. It really puts 
the stock to 70, and, those who came in

out at 5) up have all made money and 
are willing to come in again, and many 
more who have not touched the stock up 
to this point finally impressed with 
the merits of it and come in for the firs’ 
time. In the end the pool has a following 
on which it can unload its stock at a big 
profit. If those who buy it at 80, 8, or 90 
complain that the stock was not put to 
| par as was promised, they are asked why 
| they did not buy it at 50 when they were 
| first invited. The tip for par, anyway, 
was not authorized. People had simply 
got craty about ihe stock and run away 
| with the market. 

To be a successful manipulator in Wall 
|; Street, a man must know his human 
|nature well and appeal to its weaknesses. 

When bull tips become very prevalent 
| after the market has had a big advance, 
}and when all the tips that are sent out 
| before the opening of the market each 
morning are made good in the course of 
the day with great flourish and noise 
prudent traders begin to take alarm. 
Their experience is that after several 
weeks of this sort of thing, with every- 
body trading on tips, the pools get out of 
what they have to sell and suddenly, 
without any warning, all the tips go 
wrong. There is always a point at which 
| the progressive tip will go wrong, and 
| the shrewd player tries to follow it to 

almost that point and then quit, leaving 
growing mob to take what more 
profit there may be and all the loss. This 
kind of tipping is most practiced in the 
case of stocks called ‘* specialties,’’ which 
are so held es to lend themselves readily 
to pool manipulation. 

In the last two or three months of the 
bear market of 1£08 bear tips were made 
gcod day after day just as bull tips are 
now being made good, or as they have 
been for a number of weeks past. By 
the Wall Street code it is a much greater 
offense to promulgate misleading bear 
tips than to put out bad bull tips, and the 
bear operators of the time referred to 
had to be very careful in attacking prop- 
erties with bear tips. They employed 
tipping bureaus. There was one bureau 
that predicted declines week after week 
so accurately as to forecast fluctuations 
to within 1 per cent. or less. It got a 
great following by doing this. That was 
what the bear operators wanted. They 
made the prices conform to the predic- 
tions. Merely for this bureau to predict 
that a certain stock would decline 5 points 
was often enough to break it 2 or 38 
points, because a mob of traders would 
rush in and act on the tip by selling it 
short. In the end the bear tips began 
suddenly to go wrong. That marked the 
culmination of the bear market, _-
